Chairraan,  Uirs « Daykin  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  information  and 
consideration  a report  on  the  health  and  health  services  of  your 
district  during  the  year  1951. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  is  included  and 
is  complementary  to  this  report. 

Certain  details  of  the  personal  health  services  administered 
by  me  as  Divisional  Ifedical  Officer  for  the  Tfest  Riding  County 
Council  and  which  may  be  of  interest  to  you  are  included. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  again  increased,  there  being 
3,637  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid  1951 
is  13,450  - 2o  fewer  than  the  preceeding  year.  The  natural  increase 
of  live  births,  over  total  births  is  157  and,  in  a year  when  the  birth 
rate  generally  has  been  falling,  the  live  births  totalled  316, 
compared  with  275  for  the  year  19  50.  The  number  of  still  births 
fell  from  13  in  1950  to  8 in  1951. 

I regret  to  report  that  there  was  one  maternal  death  during 
the  year  1951, 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during 
the  year  and  consequently  the  total  figure  fell  to  422,  compared 
with  631  for  1950.  I am  happy  to  report  that  diphtheria  was  again 
absent  from  the  district  during  the  year.  Although  an  increased 
number  of  children  completed  a full  course  of  immunisation,  the 
percentage  of  the  child  population  considered  to  be  protected 
is  still  too  low  for  satisfaction. 

The  demand  for  the  Home  Help  service  continued  to  increase 
throughout  the  year  and  60  cases  shared  between  them  13,569

HEI'KWORTH. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ws.  Daykin  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration  my  report 
on  the  sanitary  administration  of  your  district  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1951. 

Emphasis  throughout  the  year'^  was  on  the  inspection  of  food 
premises  and  the  implementation  of  Byelaws  introduced  during  1950 
to  secure  cleanly  practices  with  regard  to  the  handling  of  food  for 
sale*  Other  Statutory  duties  v^rere  not  neglected  and  a perusal  of 
the  report  will  shew  that  thejr  -were  many  and  varied. 

PART  I 

1 . HOPS IHG . 

(a)  Repair  liYorks  - Private  Housing. 


Repairs  were  called  for  and  carried  out  at  248  privately 
ovmed  houses,  and  though  there  were  occasional  delays  in  effecting 
repair  works,  these  were  usually  due  to  a local  shortage  of  materials 
and  labour,  rather  than  due  to  difficulties  made  by  owners  or  agents. 

623  visits  were  made  in  this  .c onnection  duririg  the  year.  It 
was  necessary  to  take  formal  action  in  11  instances  only.  No  action 
through  the  Coi;fi*‘ts', was  necessary  to  enforce  repair  works,  and  perhaps 
this  fact  reflects  favourably  on  the  good. will  established  betiveen 
the  ovmers  or  agents  of  properties  and  the  department. 

(b)  Private  Houses . 


As  nay 'have  been  expected  in  view  of  the  high  cost  of  repair  . 
works,  owners  were  not  usually  willing  to  re-let  houses  v/hen  tenancies 
were  surre^nde.red . The  need  for  accommodation,  especially  by  young 
married  couples,  ..;as  such  that  almost  every  vacant  private  house 
found  a purchaser,  despite  the  fact  that  not  a few  of  these 
properties  would  in  more  favourable  times  have  been  recommended  for 
demolition.  I regret  to  record  no  progress  in  the  clearance  of 
sub-standard  property  in  the  Little  Hemsworth  and  Kinsley  areas. 

(c)  Council  Houses. 

In.  the  sphere  of  rehousing,  the  outlook  was  brightened  by 
the  provision  of  54  permanent  type  houses  and  bungalows  during  the 
year,  all  on  the  Highfields  Estate  at  Hemsv/orth.  Achievements  in 
this  re.spect  since  the  war  have  done  much  to  alleviate  overcrowding 
ia^d  bad  living  conditions  araongst  families  in  the  district. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  Comcil  now  own  some  1300 
of  the  3637  occupied  houses  in  the  district. 

, (d)  Overcrowding. 

The  exact  position  with  regard  to  overcrowding  in  the 
district  is  not  known  as  no  survey  was  , carried  opt  during  the  year. 

Allocation  of  Council  housps  continued  by  neans  of  a 
* point s’  scheme.

(e)  Removals  to  Council  houses.

The  practice  of  conveying  furniture  'belonging,  to  an 
ingoing  tenant  to^  a new  Council  house  and  treating  with 
hydrogen  cyanide  was  not  continued  into  1951  in  vievhof  the 
increased  expense  dike ly  to  be  involved.  ■ It  ,was  replaced  by  a 
scheme  which  allowed  a tenant  to  effect  his  own  remdval;  this 
was  followed  up  by  a spray  treatment  of  bedroom  fur'hiture  and 
effects  in  situ.  A charge  of  £l  was  made  which  covered  expenses  ’ 
involved  by  the  Council,  The  echeme  proved  satisfactory  and 
during  the  year  was  extended  to  deal  v/ith  the  furniture  and 
effects  of  ingoing  tenants  to  all  Council  houses.  83  removals 
were  dealt  with  in  this  way  during  1951. 

It  is  emphasised  that  the  v;hole  scheme  is  one  of  a 
precautionary  nature.  On  very  few  ocoasions  was  there  a real 
need  for  spray  treatment  to  be  given. 

It  was  necessary  to  have  to  investigate  unsatisfactory 
housing  conditions  at  number  of  Council  houses,  and.  it  is  regretted 
that  some  of  these  were  post-war  houses,  but  when  one  considers 
that  the.re  are  over  1300  Council  tenants  within  the  district  the 
percentage  of  offenders  in  this  respect  is  small  indeed  and 
reflects  favourably  on  your  average  tenant.  ^ 

(f)  Verminous  Houses,  • ■ 

2-3  Council' and  privately  owned  houses  wepe  treated 
with • insecticide  during  the  year.  In  this  connection,  it  should 
be  said  that  iriodern  insecticides  can  be  relied  upon  to  clear  bug 
infestations.  The  surprising  thing  ie  that  when  bug,  infestations 
are  known  to  exist  some  tenants  will  not  take ' advantage.,  of  the 
assistance  that  can  be  given,

Nuisances  within  this  heading  include  defective 
or  insanitary:-  . . 

drainage,  water  closets,  dustbins;  reports  of  rats  and  mice;

The  figures  shown  under  this  heading- convey  little 
in  the  way  of  general  interest,  but  they  do  represent,  a good  deal 
of  the  time  of  the  department.

The  district  obtains  its  water  from,  the  Barnsley  Corporation 
It  is  an  upland  Tvater  supply  and  is  comparatively  soft.  The  supply 
was  sufficient  .and  of  a satisfactory,  quality  throughout  the  year. 

All  dwelling  houses  within  the  district  'possess  a piped  supply  of 
water.' 

The  provision  of  a piped  water  supply  to  the  Hemsworth 
Sewage  Tiforks  house  situate  outside  your  district  v\ras  under 
consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year." 

'6.  LODGING  HOUSE. 

These  two  storey  premises  in  Union  Street  served  a most 
useful  purpose  during  the  year.  33  men  - most  of  them  retired  - had 
regular  accommodation  at  these  premises  throughout  the  year,  and 
many  more  men  applied  for  entry  but  could  not  be  accommodated. 

There  appears  to  be  a waiting  list  for  entry  to  these  premises  and 
certainly  a need  for  more  hostel  accom’nodation  of  this  type. 


These  premises  were  visited  on  60  occasions  during  the 
year  and  were  always  found  to  be  clean.  The  absenc-e  of  artificial 
lighting  of  bedrooms  and  staircase  whs  remedied  by  the  provision  of 

.gas  ligpiting  during  1951.  Fire. . extinquishers  were  installed  at 

ground  level  and  first  floor  ],evel.  Some  60  new  blankets  were 
required  aM  pr  o vide d during  1951''.  '

Slaughterhouse  premises  in  Lfer.ket  Street  were  used 
throughout  the  year  by  the  I'dinistry  of  Food  , as  the  centre  for  meat 
supplies  for  the  Urban  and.  Rtjral  Districts  of  KJms'Vorth.  €8 
butchers  obtained  home  killed  and  imported  meat  from  this  depot.

Duties  of  inspection  alternated  we.ekly  with  a meat 
inspector  from  the  Rural  -District  and  the  figure^s  shewn  relate  ^ 
to  inspection  carried  out  on  yoUr  behalf.  Ante  mortem  inspection 
of  all  animals  was  not  possible,  but  off icials . and  slaughtermen 
at  the  Slaughterhouse  co-operated  extremely  well  in  giving 
notification  of  any  animal  which  appeared  in  any  way  abnormal. 

So  that  a more  detailed  inspection  might  be_  .made.  All  animals 
v;ere  examined  after  .slaughter.  • 

Centralised  slaughtering  has  its  pritics,  but  it  must 
be  said  th'at  it  allows , a full  meat  inspection  service  to  be 
carried  out.  A perusal,  of • the  figures  below  will  no  doubt 
suggest  that  a lOOyb  inspection  service  is,  to  say  the  least, 
necessary.  .

The  start  raude  at  the  end  of  1950  to  implement  the 
provisions  of  byelaws  introduced  under  Section  15 'of,  the  1938  Act 
vms  carried  on  throughout  1951. 

Thi.s  v-rorlc  took  the  form  of  a shop  to  shop  inspection  and 
an  explanation  of  the  main  points  of  the  byelaws,  '.vith  emphasis  on 
the  measures  to,  be  taken  in  the  protection  of  um\'rapped  foodstuffs 
against  contamination. 

Obviously,  without  the  full  co-^operat ion  and  interest  of 
the  actual  food  h?.ndler,  progress  cannot  be  achieved.  I found,  howeve 
that  shopkeepers-  .welcomed  the  increased  public  interest  in  food 
handling  and  w'ere  anxious  to.  play  their  part.  The  acute  shortage 
of  wrapping  paper  during  the  year  did  nothing  to  encourage  work 
UTider  this  heading,  and  improvement  iri’paper  supplies  was  urgently 
required  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

iihore  shops  .were  found  to.  repiuire  repair  v.^orks , "spring 
cleaning",  or  the , provision  of , washing  facilities,  these  r,iatte.r-s 
were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  perlon  concerned  and  in  no 
case  was  there  undue  delay  in  carrying  out  the  work  called  for. 

The  standard  of  cleanliness  and  the  structura.!  condition  of  food 
premises  in  the  district  v/ore  found  _ to, be'  good. 


Interest  and  co-operation  in  this  important  field  of  food 
hygiene  'lAdll  be  maintained  only  by’^visrts  of  inspection  from  time  to 
time  . I regret  tho.t.,thG_  prb^sure  of  -other  duties  does  not  allov/  this 
to  be  done  systemati'C'dlly-pfo-r  there  is  much  work  to  be  done  under 
this  heading.

refuse  collection  service  as”’'t)y  far  the  majority  of  property  oT/vners 
supplied  dustbins  on  request.  In  the  continued  ’ ab sence^.pf  suitable 
amending  legislation  to  the  Public  Health  Act  1936,  hov/ever,  the 
position  will  deteriorate,  and  use  Will  have  to  be  m.ade  of  existing 
legislation  irrespective  of  the  uncertainty  of  any  court  action. 

Apart  from  this  problem,  the  collection  service  was 
carried  out  satisfactorily,  no  complaints  were  received  and  your 
refuse  collectors  worked  w'e  11  in- undertalcing  a difficult  job.

13.  REFUSE  DISPOSAL.  ’ ^ 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  means  of  a measure  of  controlled 
tipping  at  the  Rotherham  Road  Refuse  Tip.  A number  of  loads  were 
used  to  fill  in  a small  quarry  to  the  rear  of  Second  Avenue, 
Fitzwilliam,  and  suitable  loads  were  used  to  provide  a better  surface 
to  parts  of  Crow  Lane  off  Pontefract  Road  used  by  a local  farmer.

A man  was  eraployed  three  days  only  each  week-"-on  -tip 
levelling  work,  and  in  consequence,  tipping  methods,  .were  never  completely 
satisfactory.  On  three  occasions  fires  developed  in  the  Rotherham 
Road  tip  and  proved  difficult  to  put  out.  The  services  of  a full  time 
tip  man  at  the  tip  were  required  to  enatlo  .full  controlled  tipping 
methods  to  be  carried  out.  Fortunately  the  Rqtherhara  Road  tip  is 
well  away  from  property,  otherv;ise  complaints  must  have  been  received.

Farm  premises,  allotments,  the  refuse  tip  and  the 
three  Sewage '.'tor ks.  v/e re. . again  the  main  source  of  infestation. 

Local  farmers  were  encouraged  to  take-^out  contracts 
with  the  County  Agricultural  Executive  Gom.mittee'  whose  Pests 
Treatinent  department'-  are  equipped  to  deal' with  rat  infestations  at 
farm.  premis''es.  Several  farmers  took  advantage  of  this  service.  • 
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Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  refuse  tip  and  sewage 
works  and  these  premises  were  never  allowed  to  develop  into  breedin 
grounds  for  rats. 

It  can  be  reported  that  there  was  no  serious  infestation 
problem  within  the  district  at  any  time  during  1951.  One  man 
employed  part-time  was  well  able  to  deal  with  the  necessary 
work  involved  in  prebaiting  and  poisoning  the  number  of 
infestations  cleared  during  the  year. 

Once  again  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
exercised  a measure  of  control  over  activities  under  this  heading 
through  the  Infestation  Control  Division. 

The  Council  continued  to  be  represented  on  the  Planning 
L Advisory  Committee  along  with  6 neighbouring  local  authorities, 
I'yfeetings  were  held  quarterly  at  Pontefract.  The  Com-Tittee  exists 
to  secure  co-ordination  in  matters  connected  with  rodent  control 
activitiee  throughout  its  area. 

20.  PETROLEUM  LICENCES. 


Licences  authorising  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  at  16 
premises  mthin  the  district  were  issued  through  the  department. 

The  quantity  of  petroleum  involved  was  not  to.  exceed  66,700  gallons
